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Report  of  Police  Department 

As  we  close  another  year,  I  find  it  my  duty  to  submit  a  report 
of  the  happenings  in  my  department. 

My  department  has  answered  fifty-three  calls  plus  one  court 
case  and  five  traffic  accidents. 

One  of  our  achievements  was  the  disposing  of  forty-nine  junk 
cars  in  town.  This  was  made  possible  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
police  department  and  Trooper  Raymond  Landry,  who  contacted 
Sylvio  Bilodeau  of  North  Stratford,  who  picked  up  the  cars  at  no 
cost  to  the  town. 

One  of  the  problems  was  at  Christine  Lake,  this  summer,  with 
the  parking  of  cars  on  the  side  of  the  road.  At  times  the  road  was 
blocked  at  the  private  entrance  of  the  Percy  Summer  Club.  This 
spring,  "No  Parking"  signs  will  be  erected  by  the  State.  Also,  a 
town  ordinance  may  be  needed. 

A  new  problem  has  also  developed  at  the  South  Pond  entrance, 
with  the  parking  of  cars  and  trailers  on  the  State  Highway.  The 
State  Highway  Department  has  complained  that  cars  interfered 
with  their  plowing.  A  lot  of  time  has  been  involved  on  complaints 
on  these  two  problems. 

On  September  1st,  I  went  to  Concord  and  had  the  Two-Way 
Radio  installed.  I  think  this  radio  has  been  a  most  important  ad- 
dition to  our  department  and  our  town.  I  have  had  to  use  it  re- 
peatedly, and  I  feel  that  it  has  added  to  the  efficiency,  as  well  as 
getting  assistance  quicker  when  needed. 

We  also  purchased  a  few  more  up-to-date  supplies  for  our  use. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  co-operated  with  us  during  the 
past  year,  and  especially,  Trooper  Raymond  Landry,  who  is  always 
ready  to  assist  us  when  needed.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 


The  period  since  my  last  report  has  seen  many  activities  and 
important  steps  to  help  improve  our  educational  program. 

Last  year  at  the  annual  meeting  you  approved  the  formation 
of  an  AREA  Study  Committee  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  an 
AREA  plan  for  Stark  and  Groveton.  Your  committee  met  with 
the  Groveton  committee  and  drew  up  a  plan  which  you  will  vote 
on  at  this  year's  meeting.  The  plan  has  been  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  hearings  have  been  held  in  each  district. 
The  plan  calls  for  the  same  kind  of  arrangement  that  we  presently 
'have  to  tuition  Grades  7-12  to  Groveton.  With  the  plan  a  contract 
would  be  signed  guaranteeing  the  way  tuition  would  be  figured 
and  that  you  would  send  your  students  to  Groveton.  Groveton 
would  have  to  accept  them  and  provide  an  approved  program 
under  the  terms  of  the  contract.  There  would  be  a  small  amount 
of  state  incentive  aid  which  would  be  divided  equally  between  the 
two  districts.  I  hope  that  you  will  familiarize  yourselves  with  the 
plan  and  make  your  decision  on  that  basis. 

During  the  summer  months  our  Union  Special  Education  Pro- 
gram continued  to  serve  the  children  of  our  area.  Speech  and 
hearing  services  continued  and  every  incoming  first  grader  was 
tested  before  they  started  school  to  determine  their  readiness 
levels.  This  information  from  these  tests  is  very  helpful  in  deter- 
mining the  kind  of  activities  and  programs  that  each  child  needs. 
This  fall  the  speech  and  hearing  program  has  continued  and  has 
been  expanded  through  the  cooperation  of  the  North  Country 
Education  Services  Project  and  therapists  are  brought  to  the 
school.  Children  with  learning  disabilities  are  also  receiving  help 
and  special  activities  through  our  Title  III  Project. 

The  use  of  aides  in  the  classroom  has  been  a  big  help  to  the 
program  and  makes  it  possible  for  children  to  receive  much  more 
individual  attention. 

The  Elementary  Consultant  has  worked  with  the  teachers  to 
coordinate  their,  program  particularly  at  the  upper  levels  with 
those  in  the  rest  of  the  Union.  Mr.  Flight  has  developed  a  Title  I 
Project  which  can  bring  a  considerable  sum  of  money  and  services 
to  the  Stark  District  over  the  next  few  years.  He  has  also  spent 
considerable  time  working  on  a  plan  for  meeting  the  new  minimum 
standards  for  elementary  schools  which  goes    into  effect  in  1972. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  staff,  the 
school  board  and  the  citizens  of  Stark  for  the  excellent  coopera- 
tion we  have  had  in  the  past  year.
